New Yorn, Sept. 1L.—James P. Root, Chi- 
cago: Advices from Maine to 9 o’clock show 
every Congressional district and every county 
carried, with 15,000 majority in the State.

PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 11.—The Portland vote 
is the largest ever thrown. Deering gives 439 
for each candidate, against last year: Repub- 
lican, 844; Democratic, 415; Republican gain, 
71. Sandford—Connor, 260; Talbot, 822; Dem- 
ocratic majority, 62; against last year: Repub- 
lican, 161; Democratic, 211; Democratic ma- 
jority, 50. 

Reed runs but five behind the ticket. there. 

Scarboro 56 Republican gain, with Reed four 
behind. 

These returns indicate L. B. Reed elected to 
Congress from the First District, despite the 
Republican bolt. by a handsome majority. Ten 
towns give Connor 4,625; Talbot, 3,487. Majori- 
ty, 1,138, against last year, Connor, 3,631, Rob- 
erts, 3,128; majority, 505. Republican gain, 635. 
This does not include Portland, but takes fn 
Augusta and Rockland. 

Portland gives Connor, Republican, 3,880; 
Talbot, Democrat, 2,824. Republican majority, 
556. Last year, Republican, 2,499; Democrat, 
2,606; scattering, 4 Democratic majority, 108. 
Republican gain, 659. In 1672 Portland gave 
Republican, 2,822; Democratic, 2,727; Republic- 
an majority, 9. 

E.iswortn, Me., Sept. 11.—Hancock County 
returns show a Republican majority of 800. The 
county was exactly tied in 1875. 

Washington County indicates a Republican 
majority of 650, being a gain of 800 from 1875. 

The Knox County towns, in the Fifth Con- 
gressional District, will give Mr. Hale nearly or 
quite 750 majority, and his majority in Waldo 
County will reach 600. Mr. Hale’s majority 
must be about or quite 3,000, being a gain of 
600 on the vote of 1874 In 1875 the district 
gave exactly 100 majority on the vote for Gov- 
ernor. 

The fifth is the Bangor district. The ma- 
jorities are about the same everywhere as in 
1872. a . 

PORTLAND, Sept. 11.—Sixty towns give Con- 
nor, Republican, 24,290; Talbot, 19,954. Last 
year, Connor, 18,920; Roberts, Democrat, 17,578. 
Net Republican gain, 3,014. 

One hundred towns give Connor 30,769; Tal- 
bot, 25,132. Last year—Connor, 23,963; Roberts, 
22,265. Republican gain, 3,939. 

BrppgrorD, Me., Sept. 11.—This city com- 
plete gives Talbot, for Governor, 76 majority, 
and Goodwin, for Congress, 143 over Reed. 
Goodwin ran ahead of his ticket in every ward. 
The county ticket is fearfully mixed. 

PORTLAND, Sept. 11.—One hundred and eighty 
towns give Connor 44,761; Talbot, 35,007. Last 
year Connor, 34,440; Roberts, 31,504, a net Re- 
publican gain of 6,818. 

Two hundred towns give Connor 48,740; Tal- 
bot, 38,467. Last year—Connor, 37,722; Roberts, 
85,410; net Republican gain, 6,951. 

PorTLaND, Sept. 12—1a. m.—Two hundred 
and fourteen towns give Connor 52,970; Talbot, 
41,422. Last year, Connor, 40,645: Roberts, 
86,967. Republican majority, 11,548. Repub- 
lican net gain, 7,847. Towns to be heard from 
gave last year 327 Republican majority iu an 
aggregate vote of 34,007. The total vote of the 
State will probably reach 134,000, and the Re- 
publican majority 12,000. 

Reed is elected in the First District. Repub- 
licans are also elected in the other four districts 
by increased majorities. In Piscataquis County 
the Republicans elect every Representative to 
the Legislature, the first time for many years. 
The Republicans wil] have two-thirds of the 
House, and probably 27 out of 31 Senators. 
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interrupted every few moments either by the 
most uproarious laughter or the most enthusi- 
astic cheering.

un SPEECH AT CROWN POINT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Crown Por, Ind., Sept. 11.—The triangular 
discussion didn’t come off. Last week it was 
announced that Carl Schurz, Dan Voorhees, and 
BlueJeans Williams would debate the issues 
of the campaign here to-day. Now, Saturaay 
evening Mr. Schurz, who was visiting his mother 
at Dalton, in this county, met with an accident 
which he thought would prevent him from 
speaking to-day, and he accordingly sent the 
local Committee word to that effect. It was 
then decided that William Vocke, of Chicago, 
should speak for the Republicans. Such was the 
arrangement up to this morning. In the mean- 
time the Tall Sycamore had come to Crown Point 
intent on filling his engagement. Blue-Jeans 
likewise infested the place. When Voorhees 
heard that Schurz was prevented from coming, 
he is said to have replied: It's good for lum.

THE CANVASS AT CINCINNATI—CONGRESSIONAL 
CONTESTS—-HAYES SURE OF THE BUCKEYE 
STATE. 

From Our Own Correspondent, 
Orxcrnnati, Sept. 8.—For once there is no 
distination to be drawn between Cincinnati pol- 
tics and the politics of the remainder of the 

State,—the which should be set down as the 

feature of the canvass here. Of all towns on 

the Continent, hitherto Cincinnati has produced 
most political philosophers to the front foot, 
and could always muster the biggest array of 
statesmen for an opportunity to save 
the Nation with a big N. As of course, it fol- 
lows that bolting the ticket—bolting it on per- 
sOnal grounds, on high political consider 
ation, and on general principles—has been al- 
most the rule rather than the exception; and 
an election in this (Hamilton) County, which 
has not been largely determined upon some 
especial issue made by statesmen here resident, 
has, of late years, been of somewhat rare oc 
currence. But now it is otherwise. There is 
no schism, or bolt, or threat of any. Cincin- 
nati this year isn't running the canvass upon 
issues made up on her own account, and which 
do not in the least the rest of the 
country; and, in short, the canvass here now is 


simply 
4 STRAIGHT CONTEST 

between the two national parties. The bolter 
and the independent voter, who have here most 
abounded, haye fallen into line. Hitherto, as 
often as they have bolted and deciered their in- 
dependence, they have come out of the Repub- 
lican party,—which, from the outset, has been 
made up of men not ready to yield to party- 
drill, and quick to revolt for prinaple’s sake. It 
is no slight testimonial, therefore, to the worth 
and fitness of Gov. Hayes, that here, where he 
passed most of his life since attaining manhood, 
and where he is best known, the very men who

In less than 30 days the State election will 
take place in Indiana, and the importance of 
that election can hardly be exaggerated. In 
one sense the election in that State will de- 
termine the Presidential result in the United 
States. If Indiana elect Hanno Governor, 
then that will be the end of Tem and Hen- 
omen, and the election in November will be 
the mere formal expression of the will of the 
people officially stated. It is seldom that a 
national election can be thus practically de- 
termined by the result of an election for 
State officers in a single State. 

The election of Tr requires that he 
shall, in addition to the votes of the South- 
ern States, get the votes of New York, Con- 
necticut, New Jersey, California, Au Inn1- 
ana. Indiana is essential to his success ; he 
can no more afford to lose Indiana than he 
can lose New York.

Here are no less than twenty-four of the 
Committees of the House to which the Con- 
federates have been appointed as Chairmen, 
to the exclusion, of course, of so many 
Northern Democrats.

This argument is clinched 
by Mr. Axerman with statistics which are 
simply unanswerable. * Under the Republic- 
an Administration, from 1868 to 1872, the 
wealth of the State increased at the annual 
average rate of six and nine-tenths per cent. 
Under the Democratic Administration, from 
1872 to 1875, it increased only two and eight- 
tenths per cent, showing a falling-off of more 
than one-third. A more complete answer to 
the Confederate assertion that Radical 
rale is ruining the South could not 
be furnished. The reasons for this striking 
contrast in the results of the two Administra- 
tions are clear. The tendency of the Repub- 
lican Administration was to bring the State 
into harmony with the General Government 
and the sentiment of the Northern people, 
and to cultivate a friendly and harmonious 
feeling between the two races.

The ultimate purposes of the Democratic 
State Government are beginning to be appa- 
rent. The ex-slave-masters are 
not only to disfranchise the negro, but to 
dispossess him of all landed title. The 
Legislature has already enacted that a negro 
shall not vote who has not paid his last 
year's taxes. It is now considering other 
ways of hampering the suffrage, which will 
restrict the negro but not interfere with the 
whités. It is also framing enactments so as 
to crush out the negro as a land-owner, and 
reduce him to the level of a chattel by bring 
ing his labor under white control. Mr, Mc- 
Kuier, in his address before the Agricul- 
tural State Convention, enunciated the fol- 
lowing proposition, which has everywhere 
met with Democratic approval: ‘‘ The South- 
ern white people must remain absolute own- 
ers of the ultimate title of the entire lands of 
the South. Pure blood and supreme land- 
title are the first maxims of our Southern 
public policy, and must be impressed upon 
all our laws and all our courts;” and Bun 
Hm, who has publicly declared that the 
negro must be driven out of the State, reit- 
crates the proposition of McKnrpzuzyr in his 
declaration that, when the General Govern- 
ment passes into Democratic hands, “we can 
control our labor.” That is, there is to be 
no more land for negroes and Northerners. 
The pure blouds,” by which term is meant 
the ex-slave masters and Rebels of the 
Toomeps and Bex Hux stripe, are to 
hold all the land. Controlling our 
labor”! What does this mean but the 
reduction of the working class to slavery, 
while the pure blood” lives off its labor? 
This is Southern Democracy! This is the 
programme laid out for enjoyment when the 
union of Southern Confederates and North- 
ern Copperheads shall secure the election of 
Tom and Henxpzices.

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THE ILLINOIS SUPREME COURT. 

Some weeks ago Tun Trisunz called the 
attention of the legal profession and the pub- 
lic generally to the admitted fact that the 
Supreme Court of this State has a larger share 
of responsibility and actual labor put upon 
it than it can discharge well and faithfully. 
As the Court is just convened at Ottawa, we 
print an interview with a Chicago lawyer, 
who is perfectly familiar with the work and 
practice of the Court, and a reference to his 
statements will show fully that the facts bear 
out the danger of increased complications in 
the law books and new occasions for litiga- 
tion. There are about 700 cases coming be- 
fore the Court now; last year 1,250 cases 
were brought to it. As there are only seven 
Judges, even a fair division of the work would 
leave about 200 cases to each Judge, which 
is more than one man can examine thorough- 
ly and pass upon finally; but such division 
really vitiates the theory of the Supreme 
Court, which, being the Court of last resort, 
ought to give the combined experience, learn- 
ing, and research of the seven Judges to 
every case that comes under its considera- 
tion. This is simply out of the question 
under the present system. The result is, 
that the cases are divided, and the Judges 
are forced, as a rule, to rely upon the find- 
ing of a single one of their number who is 
himself overworked, or, at most, two or 
three to each case. The result has been a 
series of reversals and contradictions in the 
decisions which incumber the law-books, 
confuse the lawyers, and increase litigation. 
Many instances of these contradictions are 
cited in the interview we print, and some 
of them have been found even in 80 
simple a matter of commercial law as 
the making of a promissory note. It 
is not astonishing that the IMlinois, 
decisions command diminished respect in 
other States, and some notion of the confusion 
and lack of confidence may be found im the 
circumstance that there are some seventy- 
eight petitions for rehearing pending at the 
present session. . 

The Supreme Judges have determined this 
year, we are informed, to consider only a 
comparatively small number of the cases 
that have been brought before them. The 
determination is a wise one in so far as it 
will enable them to treat well and conscien- 
tiously the cases which they actually con- 
sider, but it will necessarily leave an accu- 
mulation of cases to grow from year to year 
until the Court shall be hopelessly involved. 
The only permanent remedy for the evil is a 
change in the system. As it is now, every 
dispute at law, no matter how trivial, 
can be carried to the Supreme Court, 
and has an equal claim upon the considera- 
tion of that tribunal. A desire for delay or 
motives of spite get a hearing where a few 
dollars are involved as well as the most im- 
portant principle of jurisprudence. The 
remedy first suggested by Tux Tarevune is 
approved by the lawyer whose statements 
we print this morning. It is to create inter- 
mediate Appellate Courts, which shall have 
authority to dispose of cases originating in 
the Justices’ Courts, and also those the final 
determination of which rests upon the con- 
struction of the facts. This system would 
leave the Supreme Court open only to cases 
involving the validity and construction of 
the statutes, new questions of law certified 
by the intermediate Courts, questions of 
franchise and freeholds, and law-suits in 
which the issue has a value of 
more than $500. The Legislature has the 
power to create these intermediate Courts and 
determine their character and duties. They 
should be created by the next Legislature in 
order to afford a quick relief to a very seri- 
ous embarrassment; if delayed longer, it 
may be necessary to resort to a constitutional 
scheme for a temporary Commission of Ap. 
peals, such as was adopted in New York, to 
dispose of the accumulations on the Su- 
preme Court docket. Certain it is that, no 
matter how able our Supreme Judges may 
be, nor how conscientiously they may dis- 
charge their duties, the law of Illinois, as 


or less vacillating and contradictory, until 
it shall be able to give all questions of law 
the deliberate and mature consideration of 
all the Judges which they demand.

letter : 


A Republican meeting is called in some county 
inthe State, at which, of course, it is expected 
that few besides will be present. But 
what is the fact, and what isthe modus operandi 
let me tell you from my own experience, for I have 
now been present at five of these meetings during 
the past three weeka, About the time the hour of 
meeting arrives hundreds of mounted, armed white 
Democrats ride inte town, surround the stand, and, 
to all intents and purposes, take virtua! possession 
thereof. You are, of course, aware of the fact 
that the great bulk of the Repitblican party of this 
and all other Southern States is made up of colored 
men. These men attend the meetings unarmed, 
and consequently are in no condition to defend 
themselves from the insults and jeers of che De- 
mocracy. Even if they were armed, as undrilled. 
unedncated, and undisciplined as they are, you 


| can at once see that they would never stand before 


the trained veterans of the Confederacy, for these 
are what make up the Democratic party in this 
State at least. 

South Carolina is as decidedly Republican 
as Iowa, Kansas, or Northern Illinois. 
Would the Républicans of these States per- 
mit Democrats to surround their meetings 
with armed horsemen, firing pistols, bran- 
dishing bowie-knives, and demanding the 
right to divide time at Republican meetings, 
and using insulting and opprobrious lan- 
guage to their speakers? In any Demo- 
cratic State, would Democrats allow Repub- 
licans to divide time with them and control 
their meetings? Certainly not. Short work 
would be made of the scoundrels in both 
cases. If, then, the white Republicans of 
the North would be justified in protecting 
themselves by force, why are not the negro 
Republicans of the South justified in de- 
fending themselves also from Democratic in- 
terference? The colored Republicans of 
the South must be taught to strike 
back at the Confederates and de- 
fend their rights just 2 their 
white brethren in the North do, and if nec- 
essary fight it out to the bitter end. The 
Confederates must be taught the lesson of 
respecting the rights of their political oppo- 
nents, however bitter or bloody that lesson 
may be. It is only simple justice. Repub- 
licans in the South have just the same rights 
as Republicans in the North, and, when those 
rights are trampled upon, have the same jus- 
tification in defendingthem. It is time that 
the Mississippi plan of enabling the minority 
to rule the majority was squelched, not only 

in Mississippi, but in South Carolina and 
every other State,—in Texas, where by legis- 
lative enactment a negro convicted of a 
trifling misdemeanor is sold into a serfdom, 
which is tantamount to slavery, fora term 
cf yoars; 
knife and revolver distranchise him; 
in Mississippi, where he is intimi- 
dated from voting; in Alabama, where the 
ballot-box is controlled and stuffed by the 
White.Liners; in Georgia, where he is dis- 
possessed of his land; im South Carolina, 
where he is assassinated if he presumes to 
exercise the privileges guaranteed him by 
the Constitution. The Mississippi plan, 
however, will never be smashed by allowing 
the General Government to fall into Demo- 
cratic hands. Its infamies will only be in- 
creased until the Fifteenth Amendment is 
nullified by placing such restrictions upon 
the negro as will not only disfranchise him, 
but virtually remand him to slavery. The 
only safety to the Republicans of the South, 
the only guarantee of peace and order in that 
distracted section, lies in the election of a 
Republican Administration. 


PROF. SWING ON SCIENCE AND RELIGION. 

The theologists still owe something to 
Prof. Daum Swixe, whom many of them 
would fain exclude from the inner circle of 
their fellowship. He has supplied in his 
latest pulpit discourse a deficiency which has 
been painfully apparent for some time among 
the defenders of the creeds. He met the 
modern school of scientists fairly and boldly, 
and gave amore satisfactory demonstration 
for intelligent people that religion is in no 
danger from the progress of materialism than 
enforced faith, traditional inspiration, hered- 
itary creeds, dictatorial dogma, and stifled 
apprehensions have ever been able to pro- 
duce. His opportunity for this was mainly 
if* his personal independence of the iron- 
bound form and symbols which hold down 
most professors of theology to the theories 
of the past and unfit them for the religious 
interpretation of the theories of the present. 
He is one of a class of thinkers who will be 
able to harmonize scientific discoveries 
with religious perceptions, and ma- 
terial research with spiritual aspi- 
rations. The practice has been to 
regard the scientist and theologist as irre- 


» concilable. Formerly, when heretics were 


burnt at the stake, the scientific investigator 
was at a disadvantage, and he proclaimed his 
discoveries or theories st the peril of his ex- 
istence. Of late, science seems to have be- 
come the bolder school, and the theologist 
holds back as if in very fear that concession 
will betray him into the sacrifice and aban- 
donment of his doctrine. It is only when 
men like Swixe step to the front and give 
the scientist and theologist equal respect and 
consideration that thinking people, unap- 
palled at the progress of scientific discovery, 
but also hopeful of continued religious influ- 
ences, find a response to their sentiments. 
Prof. SW has approached materialism 
from the religious starting-point as a bold 
and confident man approaches two aggress- 
ive antagonists whose enmity rests upon a 
misapprehension, and it is in the light 
of reason and in the spirit of con- 
sideration that he seeks to explain away 
the dissensions which they apprehend 
must completely annihilate one theory or the 
other and disperse one faction or the other. 
He reduces the controversy to the simplest 
phase by examining the question whether the 
materialism to which Trwpatn, Hum, 
Danwm, and others lead their followers ex- 
cludes the belief in a personal God and a fu- 
ture life. This is the issue. Christianity is 
only incidental to it, for, as Prof. SW mo 
says, ‘‘ the life, and death, and whole history 
of Christ, in its most vital parts, are no more 
depending for credibility upon an inspired 
history than the crossing of the Delaware by 
Wasnmeton or the career of Cassar are de- 
pending for human acceptance upon the in- 
of those who wrote down the 
events.” Deity and immortality are the sa- 
cred things which religion must rescue from 
the materialisis, and here is where Swine 
meets the new philosophers. | 
The first point he makes is that the new 
theories are only theori itl lane 
in themselves nor as yet absolutely demon- 
strated; as such, they are entitled to the 
same consideration as the dogmas of a relig- 
ious system, but no more. They may be ac-

As to immortality, Prof. Sw ma' notion is 
that materialism cannot so contract its sphere 
as to exclude future life, because so vast, 
searching, and potent en investigation will 
not stop at death nor confine itself to the 
past. The same vigorous and ambitious in- 
vestigation that has evolved new theories 
of this life “will shake again the urns 
of dust and pour out us children again 
in the land that is far away.” Thus the 
tables are fairly turned against those who 
would deduct atheism and deny immortality 
from materialism. Perhaps the secret of 
Prof. Swrxo’s successful treatment of the 
most important religious disputation of the 
time may be found in the following extract 
from his discourse : 

Thus as a fact none of the recent theories of Mr. 
Hvux.er or Mr. Danwm should disturb the faith of 
either Deist or Christian. These theories touch 
only the manner of the creation, but do not give 
us any new Creator. Driven by them from the 
Garden of Eden, God reappears in the far-off mi- 
croscopic germ; driven from that by the notion of 
spontaneous life, the same God reappears in the el- 
ements where the spotaneous life“ cradles it- 
self. While as a fact these theories should not dis- 
turb the worship in the temple, yet. asa fact, also 
they do to some degree palsy the old and keep back 
the young in their religious belief, thought, and 
emotion.

DERBY TAKES THE RESPONSIBILITY. 
Lonpon, Sept. 11.—Earl Derby to-day re- 
celved two deputations of workmen’s s0- 
cieties, and in reply to their addresses said that

sequence of the Crimean War, which at its out- 


set was pushed mainly bythe Emperor of the 
French. Lord Derby said he believed it would 
be as much a mistake now as formerly to let 
the Turkish Empire take care of itself. The 
value to us of its territorial integrity was real 
and permanent. The last wordin the Eastern 
question was: Who is to have Constantinople? 
Any attempt at partition would be a signal for 
a European war. But the relations between 
Turkey and her various subject races had been 


modified repeatedly, and they might be modi- 


fied again. Arrangements for local self-govern- 
ment which had deen made with Egypt, the 
Lebanon, and Crete, had been settled with the 


concurrence of the guarantecing Powers, but he 
would never put his name to any scheme which 
he believed would not work. As to the future, 
the British Government was all in its pow- 
er to secure armistice and peace. 
be made must depend upon the concerted action 
of all Europe, and into the nature thereof he 
could not now enter. It was unjust to denounce 
awhole race for the faults ofsome.

received intelligence that Tweed had 

barked at Santiago de Cuba, and notified the 
authorities there. Before the latter could take 
action, Tweed embarked on the vessel 
Carmen, bound to Vigo. Capt.-Gen. Jovellar 
telegraphed to the Madrid Government, which, 
fearing that the Carmen might go into come 
other port, requested the authorities at all 
Spanish ports to examine persons on board of all 
vessels named Carmen. There are 12 Spanish 
vessels of that name. A portrait of Tweed be- 
ing indispensable, the Spanish authorities ob- 
tained and made copies of a caricature 
in an American journal representing 
him as beating a child, supposed to 
typify American justice. The caricature led the 
Spanish authorities and the reporters of the 
Spanish papers to believe that Tweed had been 
kidnapping children. Hence, in the first official 
announcement received of the arrest of Twid, 
Antelmi,” a supposed telegraphie corruption of 
Tweed, American, it was stated that he had 
been arrested for kidnapping American children. 
Tweed is confined on Isle Saint Simon, in Vigo 
Bay, where he is undergoing quarantine, strictly 
watched by the Custom-House Guards.

Tilden fr the capture of Tweed on the 
that Department could not have taken 
an official step in the proceedings which have 
led to his arrest unless Tilden, as Governor, 
had made a formal request that the Depart- 
ment should use its good offices with foreign 
Powers to that end. The Tildenites will be 


prudent not to build too great hopes 
upon any such hypothesis. The 
State Department officials, acting under 
instructions from Secretary Fish, to the effect 
that the whole is one in posse, and must be 
kept a State secret until it is an accomplished 
fact, decline to give any information whatever 
upon the subiect. There is reason to believe, 
however, that the part taken by Tilden in this 
affair is very insignificant and formal, and only 
such as was demanded by his official position. 
He did, no doubt, as Governor of New York, 
request the State Department to secure Tweed’s 
return, if possible, from foreign countries. 
This request, it is understood, was made more 
at the instance of the muicipality 
of New York City than onaccount of the Execu- 
tive of the State himself. From the only in- 
formation obtainable here it can de confidently 
predicted that Gov. Tilden, neither at that time 
mentioned any particular country to’ which 
Tweed had gone, nor has he in any way render- 
ed the Department any sérvice in its protrected 
and diligent search for the criminal. 
Neither has he manifested any in whatever 
in the progress of that search. Gov. Tilden’s 
application, it is understood, was the merest 
formality.

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THE ROBBER-HUNT. .

Sr. Pav, Minn., Sept. 11.—Adviees from the 
robber-hunters are to 2 o’clock this afternoon. 
Up to that time, at Janesville, headquarters for 
the hunters, no report had been received of the 
robbers being seen to-day. Every outlet from 
the country in which they are believed to be is, 
however, so closely picketed that it would seem 
impossible for them to have escaped. They are 
in a region of timber, lakes, and swamps, where 
clearings of settlers are infrequent. They were 
certainly seen Friday evening just before dark, 
when a small party hunting their trail saw 
them near enough to see the bandages 
and blood-stains on the wounded man. 
At that time they were six in number, leading a 
seventh horse. Yesterday morning a party be- 
lieved to be the robbers was seen on Cannon 
River, in Waterville Township. Shots were ex- 
changed at along distance between them and 
the pickets watching at the bridge. This drove 
them back, but they forded the stream at an- 
other point. Atlo’clock yesterday they were 
seen, as reported, returning towards Cannon 
River, and at which time four men from Nortb- 
field were following them, but waiting for rein- 
forcements before making an attack. One large 
party is on a trail which was found this morning 
near German Lake, in the northern part of Elysian 
Township, next west of Waterville. Another 
started in this morning, following the trail of 
one man, who endeavored last night to cross 
the Winona & St. Peter Railway near Eagle 
Lake, but was driven back bya picket guard. 
Along the line of that road several parties are 
scouting through the woods and swamps. 
Meanwhile, large numbers of men are stationed 
at different points throughout and around the 
townships in which de robbers have found 
refuge, and those engaged in the search are con- 
fident they will ultimately be captured. 
Within the vicinity of the hunt there 
is increasing fear that the robbers 


have escaped, and much complaint that 


Gov. Pillsbury did not stretch his authority and 
organize and support the volunteers who have 
engaged in the search for the robbers. The 
Governor, however, is necessarily limited by 
State laws, besides being justified in relying up- 
on the extraordinary efforts of the citizens. 
Further evidence appears to-day that the robber 
gang is the well-known James and Younger 
brothers’ gang of Missouri.

His description of the James boys corresponds 
closely with the men otherwise known to be of 
the Northfield gang. Five of the robbers went 
to Northfield from Mankato, through the same 
region in which they are being hunted, and are 
believed to have had some assistance in their 
attempted flight from residents of that vicinity.
